Hard Bargaining And Chaos 


HE cleventh-hour settlement — of the 


American cont strike appeared almost 
out of the blue, to break grave fears of 
- economic chaos and make unnecessary the 
drastic step of seizing the mines, which 
would have minimised the nationn) emer- 
gency while crenting an atmosphere of 


grealer ‘tension. ‘That Mr Lewis has 
apparently achleved an unexpected victory 
fy not likely to carn him heartfelt con- 
geatulntions, except possibly from the 
recalcitrant miners. What is not so certain 
is whether this is the end of the struggle, 
or the beginning of a new approach by 
higher quarters. 
some time or other. But the fact that in 
the United States con) strikes occur so 
frequently and that they almost nlways 
require Intervention by the government 
before the men get back to their job, and 
{hat an agreement is seldom reached 
before widespread damage has been done 
do the operations of their primary indus- 
iriey—this is puzzling. At well-timed 
intervals for many years Mr Lewls has 
put pressure on the minc-owners. The 
first stage automatically iy an attempt to 
o compromise settlement. 
And yet, as the conclusions of the recently 
created Truman fact-finding board reveal, 
* neither sido has discovered how to bargain 
reasonably and intelligently. On the face 
of things, over the years, Mr Lewis has 
improved the lot of the miners immensely. 
Wages have gone up appreciably, Signifi- 
cantly, however, the number of. mincrs has 
Aropped by more than one-third, with the 
Inference that ‘perslatent friction ~ has 
-driven many to get out and find more 
placid conditions. For those that remain, 
“this hos been of assistance. A shortage

a strike is called, stockpiles above ground 
are not in that quantity to prevent. the 
carly development of unemployment in 
other Industrics, the laying off of thou- 
sands of men not concerned with the 
original collision of Interests, Trains 
services are cancelled, Steel mills are 
compelled to close down. And xo it goes 
on, Hkea snowball In its effect. Con- 
ditions today*are more disturbing than 
they were prior to the Pueific War. Then 
Mr Lewis had complete command over his 
Union and could get the members back to 
work, if he said the word. On the occasion, 
he avolded a devastating fine from the 
Federal Judge, Mr Keech, only because 
he could sntisfy the Court that the order 
to return had been given and that it had 
been disobeyed. That, however, is not the 
greatest concern of the government, Its 
real Interest, the public interest, demands 
some form of action which precludes this 
sort of. anarchy. In other words, the 
agreement between Mr‘ Lewis and the 
coal operators should not be regarded as 
closing the book. It might be valuable, 
for future reference, if President Truman 
established immediately o further . fact- 
finding board directed to make a thorough 
investigation of the mining Industry and 
suggest methods of bringing a better 
sense of order into play. Something on 
the same lines might be sug: 
gested for Hongkong: also. The chicf 
difficulty in getting industrial disputes 
settled and avoiding cither walk-outs or 
lock-outs, is a luck of adequate machinery 
for fair examination of the polnts of 
friction. It matters Ilttle where the main 
fault lies. It can be overcome by Govern- 
ment initiative and direction.

But as Britain's Earl Marshul, 
in supreme command of the 
ceremonies on Stato occasions, 
he has always done the job 
without tripping up. 

The Duke will mect the King 
and Queen aot tho’ entrance of 
Parllament, when with Princess 
Elizabeth, the Heir Presumptive 
9 the Throne, they arrive after 
1 State drive from the Palace 
for the King's speech from the

How To Train Your Child 
In The Habit Of Saving. 


A Coin Bank 
To Start With - 


By G. CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


HE plagy bank has. a 
good purpose: To en-. 
courage the young child to 
save, The toddler, on ro- 
ceiving a few coins may like 
to drop them into this bank. 
But the average piggy bank 
is so made that a youngster 
enn soon get coins out of it 
and play with them, Often 
an older child is tempted to 
rob the piggy bank of his 
little brother or sister, He 


may break it on purpose. 

A pood bank for n young 
child is one made of metal, not 
cusily broken, from which coins 
can't be taken except when’ this 
bank Is unlocked by the parents’ 
consent, After he centers school 
he continues using the metal 
banks for a few years until he 
feels nble to take care of hs 
savings otherwise, and to adapt 
to the use of an 
allowance. ‘ 

Child Under Five 

A good metal bank may be 
useful for the child under five 
or six whose grandparents and 
other relatives incline to give 
them money liberally, If the 
youngster can be induced to put 
most-of-stuch-pift«money—in' 
metal bank his parents may the 
more easily educate him gra- 
dually toward the use of an 
allowance, 

As soon ns your fot begins to 
buy something for Almself .with 
n nickel or coln you should be- 
win-to—tain_him_to_have. such 
mounts only at regular Inter 
vals, os of a week.

What Brings 
On A 


Headache? 
By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


MAHE person who is subject to 
r severe headache is to be 
pitied, Many can be helped by 
quite siniple means, but others 
seck for years without finding o 
remedy which will eliminate 
their recurring and, often, in- 
capacitating headaches, 

Pain in the head may arise 
from the tissues covering the 
skull, from its lining | mem- 
brane, and from such structures 
ns blood vessels and nerves 
which lie within it. 

According to Dr Bayard T. 
Horlon of the Mayo Clinic, 
practically all types of headache 
are duc to a disturbance of the 
or outside 
the skull, In most cases, pain 
is caused by their distention. Of 
course, this disturbance itself 
has causes, and they are many 
and various, Thus, before head- 
ache can be — sntisfactorily 
treated, It is necessary to dis- 
cover ultimate cause, This 
search—Wwhich may be long— 
requires that the patient be 
lowed to describe his symp- 
toms In his own words, Then he 
must be given a complete and 
careful examination, 


Will Clear Up 


Nervous tension is frequently 
a factor in the production of 
headaches. If its cause can be 
found and eliminated, the head- 
ache will clear up, In many 
cases, however, this ts not poss- 
ible; hence treatment must be 
carried out to relieve the pain 
ond to lessen the number of at~ 
tacks, 

Often, certaln factors secm to 
brings on the headaches, ‘Thesc 
include any cmotlonal or physt- 
which causes 
nervous tension. Such things 
as hent or cold may be respon- 
sible. Now ond then it mny be 
necessary for a patient to change 
his working or Uving conditions 
dn order to ward off headaches. 


Various Drugs 


Of course the pain can be 
warded off or at least made less 
severe by the use of various 
drugs. Preparatlons which cither 
dilate or contract the, blood 
vessels may be useful. No 
habit-forming drugs should 
be used ‘for the 
ment of headaches. 
rellevingg preparations or seda- 
tives which quiet ,the nervous 
fystem may be useful in the 
first part of the treatment, but 
they cannet be employed over 
long perlods of time, 

There {s one type of headache 
known as histaminie cephalalstia. 
This condition would scem to be 
duc to oversensitivily or allery 
It has been trented by injections 
of histamino: in gradually in- 
creasing dosnge. 

In most cases, simplo trent- 
ment will serve to relieve head- 
aches ond help to provent ro- 


such exptricnce. But if some. 
one supplements irregularly the 
regular amount of moncy this 
child recelves, the desired train. 
ing has been impaired. 


Pocket Monoy 


A good many parents think of 
an allowance for a child of any 
Qe as mere pocket money re- 
cefved more or less regularly 
and spent as he wishes to spend 
It. But a good allowance for n, 
child (say he ts ten), includes 
more than mere pocket moncy. 
It also ts based on a budaet of 
necessary regular expenditures 
by the chitd for? a period of a 
definite number of days, prob- 
bly a week—for bus fare, lunch 
and the like, together with a 
definite amount from five to ten 
cents to spend an he pleases. 

A good place for the child to 
begin saving is with this do- 
as-I-plerse part of his allow- 
anee.. Some parents Incrense 
thin portion of the allowance as 
the child saves more from it. 
As the child gows gradually able 
to save over a period of severnl 
weeks or months in order to 
make a cherished purchase he 
hog on strong motive for deposit- 
ing his saving from time to 
time Jn savings necount at his 
parents’ bank.
